easily accessible manner that is before the be-15

ginning of the school year; and 16

‘‘(D) publicize and disseminate to the pub-17

lic, including teachers, principals and other 18

school leaders, and parents, the results of the 19

State review under paragraph (1). 20

‘‘(b) LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGENCY REVIEW AND 21

RESPONSIBILITIES.— 22

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Each local educational 23

agency with a school identified as in need of inter-24

vention and support under subsection (a)(1)(A) 25
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shall, in consultation with teachers, principals and 1

plan that will be publicly available and provided 23

to parents, for ensuring the successful imple-24

mentation of the intervention and support strat-25
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egies described in paragraph (3) in identified 1

schools, which may include— 2

‘‘(i) technical assistance that will be 3

provided to the school; 4

‘‘(ii) improved delivery of services to 5

be provided by the local educational agen-6

cy; 7

‘‘(iii) increased support for stronger 8

curriculum, program of instruction, wrap-9

around services, or other resources pro-10

vided to students in the school; 11

‘‘(iv) any changes to personnel nec-12

essary to improve educational opportunities 13

for children in the school; 14

achievement, that will assist the local edu-9

cational agency in fulfilling its responsibil-10

ities under this section; and 11

‘‘(E) collect and use data on an ongoing 12

basis to monitor the results of the intervention 13

and support strategies and adjust such strate-14

gies as necessary during implementation in 15

order to improve student academic achievement. 16

‘‘(3) SCHOOL INTERVENTION AND SUPPORT 21

‘‘(a) NATIONAL ASSESSMENT OF EDUCATIONAL 11

PROGRESS.—For the purpose of administering the State 12

assessments under the National Assessment of Edu-13

cational Progress, there are authorized to be appropriated 14

such sums as may be necessary for fiscal years 2016 15

through 2021. 16

‘‘(b) ALLOTMENT OF APPROPRIATED FUNDS.— 17

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—From amounts made avail-18

able for each fiscal year under subsection 1002(b) 19

that are equal to or less than the amount described 20

in section 1111(b)(2)(H), the Secretary shall— 21

‘‘(A) reserve 1⁄2 of 1 percent for the Bu-22

reau of Indian Education; 23

‘‘(B) reserve 1⁄2 of 1 percent for the out-24

lying areas; 25
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‘‘(C) reserve not more than 20 percent to 1

carry out section 1203; and 2

‘‘(D) from the remainder, allocate to each 3

State for section 1201 an amount equal to— 4

‘‘(i) $3,000,000; and 5

amounts as the number of students aged 5 10

through 17 in the State (as determined by 11

the Secretary on the basis of the most re-12

cent satisfactory data) bears to the total 13

number of such students in all States.

‘‘(2) AMOUNTS ABOVE TRIGGER AMOUNT.—Any 15

amounts made available for a fiscal year under sub-16

section 1002(b) that are more than the amount de-17

scribed in section 1111(b)(2)(H) shall be made 18

available as follows: 19

‘‘(A)(i) To award funds under section 1202 20

to States selected for such grants, according to 21

the quality, needs, and scope of the State appli-22

cation under that section. 23

‘‘(ii) In determining the grant amount 24

under clause (i), the Secretary shall ensure that 25
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a State’s grant includes an amount that bears 1

the same relationship to the total funds avail-2

able under this paragraph for the fiscal year as 3

the number of students ages 5 through 17 in 4

the State (as determined by the Secretary on 5

the basis of the most recent satisfactory data) 6

bears to the total number of such students in 7

all States. 8

‘‘(B) Any amounts remaining after the 9

Secretary awards funds under subparagraph 10

(A) shall be allocated to each State that did not 11

receive a grant under such subparagraph, in an 12

amount that bears the same relationship to the 13

total funds available under this subparagraph 14

as the number of students ages 5 through 17 15

in the State (as determined by the Secretary on 16

the basis of the most recent satisfactory data) 17

bears to the total number of such students in 18

all States. 19

‘‘(c) STATE DEFINED.—In this section, the term 20

‘State’ means each of the 50 States, the District of Colum-21

bia, and the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. 22
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‘‘SEC. 1205. INNOVATIVE ASSESSMENT AND ACCOUNT-1

ABILITY DEMONSTRATION AUTHORITY. 2

‘‘(a) INNOVATIVE ASSESSMENT SYSTEM DEFINED.— 3

The term ‘innovative assessment system’ means a system 4

of assessments that may include— 5

‘‘(1) competency-based assessments, 6

instructionally embedded assessments, interim as-7

sessments, cumulative year-end assessments, or per-8

formance-based assessments that combine into an 9

annual summative determination for a student, 10

each State educational agency, or consortium of 25

cise the demonstration authority, except that such 3

period shall not exceed 5 years. 4

‘‘(3) INITIAL DEMONSTRATION AUTHORITY; 5

PROGRESS REPORT; EXPANSION.— 6

‘‘(A) INITIAL PERIOD.—During the first 3 7

years of the demonstration authority under this 8

section, the Secretary shall provide State edu-9

cational agencies, or consortia of State edu-10

cational agencies, subject to meeting the appli-11

cation requirements in subsection (c), with the 12

authority described in paragraph (1).

for all students, including at-risk stu-16

dents, in relation to such measures 17

as— 18

‘‘(aa) student achievement 19

and academic outcomes; 20

‘‘(bb) graduation rates for 21

high schools; 22

‘‘(cc) retention rates of stu-23

dents in school; and 24
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‘‘(dd) rates of remediation 1

for students; 2

‘‘(II) the innovative assessment 3

systems have facilitated progress in 4

relation to at least one other valid and 5

reliable indicator of quality, success, 6

or student support, such as those re-7

ported annually by the State in ac-8

cordance with section 9

1111(b)(3)(B)(ii)(IV); 10

‘‘(III) the State educational 11

agencies have solicited feedback from 12

teachers, principals, other school lead-13

ers, and parents about their satisfac-14

tion with the innovative assessment 15

system; 16

‘‘(IV) teachers, principals, and 17

other school leaders have dem-18

onstrated a commitment and capacity 19

to implement or continue to imple-20

ment the innovative assessment sys-21

tems; 22

‘‘(V) the innovative assessment 23

systems have been developed in ac-24

cordance with the requirements of 25
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subsection (c), including substantial 1

evidence that such systems meet such 2

requirements; and 3

‘‘(VI) each State participating in 4

the demonstration authority has dem-5

onstrated that the same system of as-6

sessments was used to measure the 7

achievement of all students that par-8

ticipated in the demonstration author-9

ity, and at least 95 percent of such 10

students overall and in each of the 11

categories of students, as defined in 12

section 1111(b)(3)(A), were assessed 13

under the innovative assessment sys-14

tem. 15

‘‘(iii) USE OF REPORT.—Upon com-16

pletion of the progress report, the Sec-17

retary shall provide a response to the find-18

ings of the progress report, including a de-19

scription of how the findings of the report 20

will be used— 21

‘‘(I) to support participating 22

State educational agencies through 23

technical assistance; and 24
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‘‘(II) to inform the peer review 1

process described in subsection (d) for 2

advising the Secretary on the award-3

ing of the demonstration authority to 4

the additional State educational agen-5

cies described in subparagraph (D). 6

‘‘(iv) PUBLICLY AVAILABLE.—The 7

Secretary shall make the progress report 8

under this subparagraph and the response 9

described in clause (iii) publicly available 10

on the website of the Department. 11

‘‘(v) PROHIBITION.—Nothing in this 12

subparagraph shall be construed to author-13

ize the Secretary to require participating 14

States to submit any additional informa-15

tion for the purposes of the progress report 16

beyond what the State has already pro-17

vided in the annual report described in 18

subsection (c)(2)(I). 19

‘‘(D) EXPANSION OF THE DEMONSTRATION 20

AUTHORITY.—Upon completion and publication 21

of the report described in subparagraph (C)(iv), 22

additional State educational agencies or con-23

sortia of State educational agencies may apply 24

for the demonstration authority described in 25
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this section without regard to the limitations 1

described in subparagraph (B). Such State edu-2

cational agencies or consortia of State edu-3

cational agencies shall be subject to all of the 4

same requirements of this section. 5

‘‘(c) APPLICATION.—Consistent with the process de-6

scribed in subsection (d), a State educational agency, or 7

consortium of State educational agencies, that desires to 8

participate in the program of demonstration authority 9

under this section shall submit an application to the Sec-10

retary at such time, in such manner, and containing such 11

information as the Secretary may reasonably require.

stakeholders representing the interests of chil-13

dren with disabilities, English learners, and 14

other vulnerable children, educators, including 15

teachers, principals, and other school leaders, 16

local educational agencies, parents, and civil 17

rights organizations in the State; 18

‘‘(F) be accessible to all students, such as 19

by incorporating the principles of universal de-20

sign for learning; 21

‘‘(G) provide educators, students, and par-22

ents with timely data, disaggregated by each 23

category of students described in section 24
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1111(b)(2)(B)(xi), to inform and improve in-1

structional practice and student supports; 2

‘‘(H) be able to identify which students are 3

not making progress toward the State’s aca-4

demic achievement standards so that educators 5

can provide instructional support and targeted 6

intervention to all students to ensure every stu-7

dent is making progress; 8

‘‘(I) measure the annual progress of not 9

less than 95 percent of all students and stu-10

dents in each of the categories of students, as 11

defined in section 1111(b)(3)(A), who are en-12

rolled in each school that is participating in the 13

innovative assessment system and are required 14

to take assessments; 15

‘‘(J) generate an annual, summative 16

achievement determination based on annual 17

data for each individual student based on the 18

challenging State academic standards under 19

section 1111(b)(1) and be able to validly and 20

reliably aggregate data from the innovative as-21

sessment system for purposes of accountability, 22

consistent with the requirements of section 23

1111(b)(3), and reporting, consistent with the 24

requirements of section 1111(d); and 25
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‘‘(K) continue use of the high-quality 1

statewide academic assessments required under 2

section 1111(b)(2) if such assessments will be 3

used for accountability purposes for the dura-4

tion of the demonstration. 5

‘‘(2) A description of how the State educational 6

agency will— 7

‘‘(A) identify the distinct purposes for each 8

assessment that is part of the innovative assess-9

ment system; 10

‘‘(B) provide support and training to local 11

educational agency and school staff to imple-12

ment the innovative assessment system de-13

scribed in this subsection; 14

‘‘(C) inform parents of students in partici-15

pating local educational agencies about the in-16

novative assessment system at the beginning of 17

each school year during which the innovative 18

assessment system will be implemented; 19

‘‘(D) engage and support teachers in devel-20

oping and scoring assessments that are part of 21

the innovative assessment system, including 22

through the use of high-quality professional de-23

velopment, standardized and calibrated scoring 24

rubrics, and other strategies, consistent with 25
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relevant nationally recognized professional and 1

technical standards, to ensure inter-rater reli-2

‘‘(F) ensure that students with the most 6

ister the innovative assessment system initially 11

in a subset of local educational agencies, scale 12

up the innovative assessment system to admin-13

ister such system statewide or with additional 14

local educational agencies in the State’s pro-15

posed period of demonstration authority and 2- 16

year extension period, if applicable, including 17

the timeline that explains the process for scal-18

ing to statewide implementation by either the 19

end of the State’s proposed period of dem-20

onstration authority or the 2-year extension pe-21

riod; 22

‘‘(H) gather data, solicit regular feedback 23

from educators and parents, and assess the re-24

‘‘(I) report data from the innovative as-4

sessment system annually to the Secretary, in-5

cluding— 6

‘‘(i) demographics of participating 7

local educational agencies, if such system 8

is not statewide, and additional local edu-9

cational agencies if added to the system 10

during the course of the State’s dem-11

onstration or 2-year extension period, in-12

cluding a description of how— 13

‘‘(I) the inclusion of additional 14

local educational agencies contributes 15

to progress toward achieving high- 16

quality and consistent implementation 17

across demographically diverse local 18

educational agencies throughout the 19

demonstration period; and 20

‘‘(II) by the end of the dem-21

onstration authority, the participating 22

local educational agencies, as a group, 23

will be demographically similar to the 24

State as a whole; 25
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‘‘(ii) performance of all participating 1

students and for each category of students, 2

as defined in section 1111(b)(3)(A), on the 3

innovative assessment, consistent with the 4

requirements in section 1111(d); 5

‘‘(iii) performance of all participating 6

students in relation to at least one other 7

valid and reliable indicator of quality, suc-8

cess, or student supports, such as those re-9

ported annually by the State in accordance 10

with section 1111(b)(3)(B)(ii)(IV); 11

‘‘(iv) feedback from teachers, prin-12

cipals, other school leaders, and parents 13

about their satisfaction with the innovative 14

assessment system; and 15

‘‘(v) if such system is not statewide, a 16

description of the State’s progress in scal-17

ing up the innovative assessment system to 18

additional local educational agencies during 19

the State’s period of demonstration author-20

ity, as described in subparagraph (G). 21

‘‘(3) A description of the State educational 22

agency’s plan to— 23
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‘‘(A) ensure that all students and each of 1

the categories of students, as defined in section 2

1111(b)(3)(A)— 3

‘‘(i) are held to the same high stand-4

ard as other students in the State; and 5

‘‘(ii) receive the instructional support 6

needed to meet challenging State academic 7

standards; 8

‘‘(B) ensure that each local educational 9

agency has the technological infrastructure to 10

implement the innovative assessment system; 11

and 12

‘‘(C) hold all participating schools in the 13

local educational agencies participating in the 14

program of demonstration authority account-15

able for meeting the State’s expectations for 16

student achievement. 17

‘‘(4) If the innovative assessment system will 18

initially be administered in a subset of local edu-19

cational agencies— 20

‘‘(A) a description of the local educational 21

agencies within the State educational agency 22

that will participate, including what criteria the 23

State has for approving any additional local 24
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educational agencies to participate during the 1

demonstration period; 2

‘‘(B) assurances from such local edu-3

cational agencies that such agencies will comply 4

with the requirements of this subsection; and 5

‘‘(C) a description of how the State will— 6

‘‘(i) ensure that the inclusion of addi-7

‘‘(2) ensure that the peer review team is com-15

prised of practitioners and experts who are knowl-16

edgeable about the innovative assessment being pro-17

posed for all students, including— 18

‘‘(A) individuals with past experience de-19

veloping systems of assessment innovation that 20

support all students, including English learners, 21

children with disabilities, and disadvantaged 22

students; and 23
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‘‘(B) individuals with experience imple-1

menting innovative State assessment and ac-2

countability systems; 3

‘‘(3) make publicly available the applications 4

submitted under subsection (c) and the peer review 5

comments and recommendations regarding such ap-6

plications; 7

‘‘(4) make a determination and inform the 8

State regarding approval or disapproval of the appli-9

cation not later than 90 days after receipt of the 10

complete application; 11

‘‘(5) offer a State the opportunity to revise and 12

resubmit its application within 60 days of a dis-13

approval determination under paragraph (4) to allow 14

the State to submit additional evidence that the 15

State’s application meets the requirements of subjec-16

tion (c); and 17

‘‘(6) make a determination regarding applica-18

tion approval or disapproval of a resubmitted appli-19

cation under paragraph (5) not later than 45 days 20

after receipt of the resubmitted application. 21

‘‘(e) EXTENSION.—The Secretary may extend an au-22

thorization of demonstration authority under this section 23

for an additional 2 years if the State educational agency 24

demonstrates with evidence that the State educational 25
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agency’s innovative assessment system is continuing to 1

meet the requirements of subsection (c), including— 2

‘‘(1) demonstrating capacity to transition to 3

‘‘(f) USE OF INNOVATIVE ASSESSMENT SYSTEM.—A 10

State may, during its approved demonstration period or 11

2-year extension period, include results from the innova-12

tive assessment systems developed under this section in 13

accountability determinations for each student in the par-14

ticipating local educational agencies instead of, or in addi-15

tion to, those from the assessment system under section 16

1111(b)(2) if the State demonstrates that the State has 17

met the requirements in subsection (c). The State shall 18

continue to meet all other requirements of section 19

‘‘(g) AUTHORITY WITHDRAWN.—The Secretary shall 21

‘‘(2) includes all students attending schools par-8

ticipating in the demonstration authority, including 9

each of the categories of students, as defined in sec-10

tion 1111(b)(3)(A), in the innovative assessment 11

system demonstration; 12

‘‘(3) provides an unbiased, rational, and con-13

sistent determination of progress toward the goals 14

described under section 1111(b)(3)(B)(i) for all stu-15

dents, which are comparable to determinations under 16

section 1111(b)(3)(B)(iii) across the State in which 17

the local educational agencies are located; 18

‘‘(4) presents a high-quality plan to transition 19

to full statewide use of the innovative assessment 20

system by the end of the State’s approved dem-21

onstration period and 2-year extension, if the inno-22

vative assessment system will initially be adminis-23

tered in a subset of local educational agencies; and 24
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‘‘(5) is comparable to the statewide assessments 1

under section 1111(b)(2) in content coverage, dif-2

ficulty, and quality. 3

‘‘(h) TRANSITION.— 4

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—If, after a State’s approved 5

demonstration and extension period, the State edu-6

cational agency has met all the requirements of this 7

section, including having scaled the system up to 8

statewide use, and demonstrated that such system is 9

of high quality, the State shall be permitted to oper-10

ate the innovative assessment system approved 11

under the program of demonstration authority under 12

this section for the purposes of paragraphs (2) and 13

(3) of section 1111(b). Such system shall be deemed 14

of high quality if the Secretary, through the peer re-15

view process described in subsection (d), determines 16

that the system has— 17

dents defined in section 1111(b)(3)(A), in rela-22

and academic outcomes; 25
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‘‘(ii) increasing the 4-year adjusted 1

cohort graduation rate or the extended- 2

year adjusted cohort graduation rate for 3

high schools; 4

‘‘(iii) increasing retention rates of stu-5

dents in school; and 6

‘‘(iv) increasing rates of remediation 7

at institutions of higher education for par-8

ticipating students; 9

‘‘(C) demonstrated progress in relation to 10

at least one other valid and reliable indicator of 11

quality, success, or student supports, such as 12

those reported annually by the State in accord-13

ance with section 1111(b)(3)(B)(ii)(IV); 14

‘‘(D) provided coherent and timely infor-15

mation about student attainment of the State’s 16

challenging academic standards, including ob-17

jective measurement of academic achievement, 18

knowledge, and skills that are valid, reliable, 19

and consistent with relevant, nationally-recog-20

nized professional and technical standards; 21

‘‘(E) solicited feedback from teachers, 22

principals, other school leaders, and parents 23

about their satisfaction with the innovative as-24

sessment system; and 25
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‘‘(F) demonstrated that the same system 1

of assessments was used to measure the 2

achievement of all students, and at least 95 3

percent of such students overall and in each of 4

the categories of students, as defined in section 5

1111(b)(3)(A), were assessed under the innova-6

tive assessment system. 7

‘‘(2) BASELINE.—For the purposes of the eval-8

uation described in paragraph (1), the baseline year 9

shall be considered the first year of implementation 10

of the innovative assessment system for each local 11

educational agency. 12

‘‘(3) WAIVER AUTHORITY.—If, at the conclu-13

sion of the State’s approved demonstration and ex-14

tension period, the State has met all of the require-15

ments of this section, except transition to full state-16

wide use for States that will initially administer an 17

innovative assessment system in a subset of local 18

educational agencies, and continues to comply with 19

the other requirements of this section, and dem-20

onstrates a high-quality plan for transition to state-21

wide use in a reasonable period of time, the State 22

may request, and the Secretary shall review such re-23

quest, a delay of the withdrawal of authority under 24

subsection (g) for the purpose of providing the State 25
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time necessary to implement the innovative assess-1

ment system statewide. 2

‘‘(i) AVAILABLE FUNDS.—A State may use funds 3

available under section 1201 to carry out this section. 4

‘‘(j) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—A consortium of 5

States may apply to participate in the program of dem-6

onstration authority under this section and the Secretary 7

may provide each State member of such consortium with 8

such authority if each such State member meets all of the 9

requirements of this section. Such consortium shall be 10

subject to the limitation described in subsection (b)(3)(B) 11

during the initial 3 years of the demonstration authority. 12

‘‘(k) DISSEMINATION OF BEST PRACTICES.— 13

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Following the publication 14

of the progress report described in subsection 15

(b)(3)(C), the Director of the Institute of Education 16

Sciences, in consultation with the Secretary, shall 17

collect and disseminate the best practices on the de-18

velopment and implementation of innovative assess-19

ment systems that meet the requirements of this 20

section, including— 21

‘‘(A) the development of summative assess-22

ments that meet the requirements of section 23

1111(b)(2)(B), are comparable with statewide 24

assessments, and include assessment tasks that 25
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determine proficiency or mastery of State-ap-1

proved competencies aligned to challenging aca-2

demic standards; 3

the outlying areas and the Bureau of Indian Affairs, 4

to be allotted in accordance with their respective 5

needs for assistance under this part, as determined 6

by the Secretary, to enable the outlying areas and 7

the Bureau to carry out the purpose of this part. 8

‘‘(b) STATE ALLOTMENTS.— 9

‘‘(1) DETERMINATION.—From the funds appro-10

priated under section 4206 for any fiscal year and 11

remaining after the Secretary makes reservations 12

under subsection (a), the Secretary shall allot to 13

each State for the fiscal year an amount that bears 14

the same relationship to the remainder as the 15

amount the State received under subpart 2 of part 16

A of title I for the preceding fiscal year bears to the 17

amount all States received under that subpart for 18

the preceding fiscal year, except that no State shall 19

receive less than an amount equal to one-half of 1 20

percent of the total amount made available to all 21

States under this subsection.

‘‘(I) Providing a list of prescreened exter-10

nal organizations, as described in section 11

4203(a)(11). 12

‘‘SEC. 4203. STATE APPLICATION. 13

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—In order to receive an allotment 14

under section 4202 for any fiscal year, a State shall sub-15

mit to the Secretary, at such time as the Secretary may 16

require, an application that— 17

‘‘(1) designates the State educational agency as 18

the agency responsible for the administration and 19

‘‘(b) FUNDING ALLOTMENT.—From the amount 23

made available under section 5111 for a fiscal year, the 24

Secretary shall— 25
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‘‘(1) reserve 12.5 percent to support charter 1

school facilities assistance under section 5104; 2

‘‘(2) reserve not less than 25 percent to carry 3

out national activities under section 5105; and 4

‘‘(3) use the remaining amount after the res-5

ervations under paragraphs (1) and (2) to carry out 6

section 5103. 7

‘‘(c) PRIOR GRANTS AND SUBGRANTS.—The recipi-8

ent of a grant or subgrant under this part (as such part 9

was in effect on the day before the date of enactment of 10

the Every Child Achieves Act of 2015) shall continue to 11

receive funds in accordance with the terms and conditions 12

of such grant or subgrant.

consider input from parents and other members 12

of the community on the implementation and 13

operation of the charter schools in the State. 14

‘‘(2) PRIORITY.—In awarding grants under this 15

section, the Secretary shall give priority to a State 16

entity to the extent that the entity meets the fol-17

‘‘(G) The State entity has taken steps to 11

ensure that all authorizing public chartering 12

agencies implement best practices for charter 13

school authorizing. 14

‘‘(h) LOCAL USES OF FUNDS.—An eligible applicant 15

receiving a subgrant under this section shall use such 16

funds to carry out activities related to opening a new char-17

ter school, replicating a high-quality charter school, or ex-18

panding a high-quality charter school, which may in-19

‘‘(1) supporting the acquisition, expansion, or 21

‘‘SEC. 5104. FACILITIES FINANCING ASSISTANCE. 4

evaluate each application submitted under subsection (d), 25

section (a) shall be of sufficient size, scope, and quality 4

so as to ensure an effective demonstration of an innovative 5

means of enhancing credit for the financing of charter 6

school acquisition, construction, or renovation.

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—An eligible entity desiring 9

to receive a grant under this section shall submit an 10

application to the Secretary in such form as the Sec-11

retary may reasonably require. 12

‘‘(2) CONTENTS.—An application submitted 13

under paragraph (1) shall contain— 14

‘‘(A) a statement identifying the activities 15

that the eligible entity proposes to carry out 16

including how the entity will offer a combina-8

tion of rates and terms more favorable than the 9

rates and terms that a charter school could re-10

ceive without assistance from the entity under 11

this section; 12

‘‘(E) a description of how the eligible enti-13

ty possesses sufficient expertise in education to 14

evaluate the likelihood of success of a charter 15

school program for which facilities financing is 16

sought; and 17

‘‘(F) in the case of an application sub-18

mitted by a State governmental entity, a de-19

scription of the actions that the entity has 20

taken, or will take, to ensure that charter 21

schools within the State receive the funding 22

that charter schools need to have adequate fa-23

cilities. 24
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‘‘(e) CHARTER SCHOOL OBJECTIVES.—An eligible 1

entity receiving a grant under this section shall use the 2

funds deposited in the reserve account established under 3

subsection (f) to assist one or more charter schools to ac-4

cess private-sector capital to accomplish one or more of 5

the following objectives: 6

‘‘(1) The acquisition (by purchase, lease, dona-7

tion, or otherwise) of an interest (including an inter-8

est held by a third party for the benefit of a charter 9

school) in improved or unimproved real property 10

that is necessary to commence or continue the oper-11

ation of a charter school. 12

‘‘(2) The construction of new facilities, includ-13

ing predevelopment costs, or the renovation, repair, 14

or alteration of existing facilities, necessary to com-15

mence or continue the operation of a charter school. 16

‘‘(3) The predevelopment costs that are re-17

quired to assess sites for purposes of paragraph (1) 18

or (2) and that are necessary to commence or con-19

tinue the operation of a charter school. 20

‘‘(f) RESERVE ACCOUNT.— 21

‘‘(1) USE OF FUNDS.—To assist charter schools 22

in accomplishing the objectives described in sub-23

section (e), an eligible entity receiving a grant under 24

subsection (a) shall, in accordance with State and 25
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local law, directly or indirectly, alone or in collabora-1

tion with others, deposit the funds received under 2

subsection (a) (other than funds used for adminis-3

trative costs in accordance with subsection (g)) in a 4

reserve account established and maintained by the 5

eligible entity for this purpose. Amounts deposited in 6

such account shall be used by the eligible entity for 7

one or more of the following purposes: 8

‘‘(A) Guaranteeing, insuring, and rein-9

suring bonds, notes, evidences of debt, loans, 10

and interests therein, the proceeds of which are 11

used for an objective described in subsection 12

‘‘(C) Facilitating financing by identifying 17

potential lending sources, encouraging private 18

lending, and other similar activities that di-19

rectly promote lending to, or for the benefit of, 20

charter schools. 21

‘‘(D) Facilitating the issuance of bonds by 22

charter schools, or by other public entities for 23

the benefit of charter schools, by providing 24

technical, administrative, and other appropriate 25
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assistance (including the recruitment of bond 1

counsel, underwriters, and potential investors 2

and the consolidation of multiple charter school 3

projects within a single bond issue). 4

‘‘(2) INVESTMENT.—Funds received under this 5

section and deposited in the reserve account estab-6

lished under paragraph (1) shall be invested in obli-7

gations issued or guaranteed by the United States or 8

a State, or in other similarly low-risk securities. 9

‘‘(3) REINVESTMENT OF EARNINGS.—Any earn-10

ings on funds received under subsection (a) shall be 11

deposited in the reserve account established under 12

paragraph (1) and used in accordance with this sub-13

section. 14

‘‘(g) LIMITATION ON ADMINISTRATIVE COSTS.—An 15

eligible entity may use not more than 2.5 percent of the 16

funds received under subsection (a) for the administrative 17

costs of carrying out its responsibilities under this section 18

(excluding subsection (k)). 19

‘‘(h) AUDITS AND REPORTS.— 20

‘‘(1) FINANCIAL RECORD MAINTENANCE AND 21

AUDIT.—The financial records of each eligible entity 22

receiving a grant under subsection (a) shall be main-23

tained in accordance with generally accepted ac-24
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counting principles and shall be subject to an annual 1

audit by an independent public accountant. 2

‘‘(2) REPORTS.— 3

‘‘(A) GRANTEE ANNUAL REPORTS.—Each 4

eligible entity receiving a grant under sub-5

section (a) annually shall submit to the Sec-6

retary a report of the entity’s operations and 7

activities under this section. 8

‘‘(B) CONTENTS.—Each annual report 9

submitted under subparagraph (A) shall in-10

clude— 11

‘‘(i) a copy of the most recent finan-12

cial statements, and any accompanying 13

opinion on such statements, prepared by 14

the independent public accountant review-15

ing the financial records of the eligible en-16

tity; 17

‘‘(ii) a copy of any report made on an 18

audit of the financial records of the eligible 19

entity that was conducted under paragraph 20

(1) during the reporting period; 21

‘‘(iii) an evaluation by the eligible en-22

tity of the effectiveness of its use of the 23

Federal funds provided under subsection 24

(a) in leveraging private funds; 25
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‘‘(iv) a listing and description of the 1

charter schools served during the reporting 2

period, including the amount of funds used 3

by each school, the type of project facili-4

tated by the grant, and the type of assist-5

ance provided to the charter schools; 6

‘‘(v) a description of the activities car-7

ried out by the eligible entity to assist 8

charter schools in meeting the objectives 9

set forth in subsection (e); and 10

‘‘(vi) a description of the characteris-11

tics of lenders and other financial institu-12

tions participating in the activities carried 13

out by the eligible entity under this section 14

(excluding subsection (k)) during the re-15

porting period. 16

‘‘(C) SECRETARIAL REPORT.—The Sec-17

retary shall review the reports submitted under 18

subparagraph (A) and shall provide a com-19

prehensive annual report to Congress on the ac-20

tivities conducted under this section (excluding 21

subsection (k)). 22

‘‘(i) NO FULL FAITH AND CREDIT FOR GRANTEE 23

OBLIGATION.—No financial obligation of an eligible entity 24

entered into pursuant to this section (such as an obliga-25
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tion under a guarantee, bond, note, evidence of debt, or 1

loan) shall be an obligation of, or guaranteed in any re-2

spect by, the United States. The full faith and credit of 3

the United States is not pledged to the payment of funds 4

that may be required to be paid under any obligation made 5

by an eligible entity pursuant to any provision of this sec-6

tion. 7

‘‘(j) RECOVERY OF FUNDS.— 8

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary, in accord-9

ance with chapter 37 of title 31, United States 10

Code, shall collect— 11

‘‘(A) all of the funds in a reserve account 12

established by an eligible entity under sub-13

section (f)(1) if the Secretary determines, not 14

earlier than 2 years after the date on which the 15

eligible entity first received funds under this 16

section (excluding subsection (k)), that the eli-17

gible entity has failed to make substantial 18

progress in carrying out the purposes described 19

‘‘(B) all or a portion of the funds in a re-21

grants under this subsection for periods of not 7

more than 5 years. 8

share of the cost described in subparagraph (A) 10

for a per-pupil facilities aid program shall be 11

not more than— 12

‘‘(i) 90 percent of the cost, for the 13

first fiscal year for which the program re-14

‘‘(E) MULTIPLE GRANTS.—A State may 6

receive more than 1 grant under this sub-7

section, so long as the amount of such grant 8

funds provided to charter schools increases with 9

each successive grant.

SION OF HIGH-QUALITY CHARTER SCHOOLS.—The Sec-12

retary shall make grants, on a competitive basis, to eligible 13

entities having applications approved under paragraph (2) 14

to enable such entities to replicate a high-quality charter 15

school or expand a high-quality charter school. 16

cluding children with disabilities, students who 11

are English learners, and other educationally 12

disadvantaged students, about the charter 13

schools to be replicated or expanded with fund-14

ing under this subsection.

9

‘‘(G) A request and justification for any 10

waivers of Federal statutory or regulatory re-11

quirements that the eligible entity believes are 12

necessary for the successful operation of the 13

charter schools to be replicated or expanded 14

with funding under this subsection. 15

‘‘(3) SELECTION CRITERIA.—The Secretary 16

shall select eligible entities to receive grants under 17

19

‘‘(H) Student and teacher exchange pro-20

grams, cross-cultural immersion programs, and 21

culture camps designed to build mutual respect 22

and understanding among participants. 23

‘‘(c) APPLICATION.— 11

and in areas with a low percentage of Indian 21

population; and 22

(C) any other classifications that the 23

Comptroller General determines are significant. 24
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(4) The timeliness of Indian student record 1

transfer between schools and other entities or indi-2

viduals who may receive student records in accord-3

ance with the requirements of section 444 of the 4

General Education Provisions Act ((20 5

U.S.C.1232g); commonly referred to as the ‘‘Family 6

Educational Rights and Privacy Act of 1974’’). 7

(5) The effectiveness and usefulness for paren-8

tal, student, Federal, State, tribal, and local edu-9

cational stakeholders of the findings and structure of 10

the National Indian Education Study conducted by 11

the National Center for Education Statistics in con-12

junction with the National Assessment of Edu-13

cational Progress described under section 303 of the 14

National Assessment of Educational Progress Au-15

thorization Act (20 U.S.C. 9622). 16

(6) Any other areas of Indian student data col-17

lection, reporting, and analysis, as determined by the 18

Comptroller General. 19

(b) REPORTING.— 20

(1) RECIPIENTS.—The Comptroller General 21

shall prepare and submit reports setting forth the 22

conclusions of the study described in subsection (a), 23

in accordance with subsection (c), to each of the fol-24

SEC. 7007. REPORT ON RESPONSES TO INDIAN STUDENT 16

SUICIDES. 17

shall prepare a report on efforts to address out-22

of programs or interagency collaboration re-14

garding student suicides; 15

(D) interagency collaboration efforts to 16

streamline access to programs regarding stu-17

dent suicides, including information on how the 18

Department of Education, the Department of 19

the Interior, and the Department of Health and 20

Human Services work together on administra-21

tion of such programs; 22

(E) recommendations to improve or con-23

solidate resources or programs described in sub-24

paragraph (B) or (D); and 25
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(F) feedback from Indian tribes to the 1

Federal response described in subparagraph 2

(A). 3

(b) SUBMISSION.—Not later than 90 days after the 4

date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Education 5

shall submit the report described in subsection (a) to the 6

appropriate committees of Congress. 7

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Inspector General of the Department of Education, 1

which expressed concern about findings of inad-2

equate oversight by local educational agencies and 3

authorized public chartering agencies to ensure Fed-4

eral funds are properly used and accounted for; 5

(2) responding to the September 2012 report of 6

the Office of the Inspector General of the Depart-7

ment of Education entitled ‘‘The Office of Innova-8

tion and Improvement’s Oversight and Monitoring of 9

the Charter Schools Program’s Planning and Imple-10

mentation Grants Final Audit Report’’ finding that 11

none of the 3 States whose charter schools programs 12

that Office investigated adequately monitored the 13

public charter schools that the States funded; and 14

(3) describing actions the Department of Edu-15

cation has taken to address the concerns described 16

in such memorandum and final audit report. 17

SEC. 10204. COMPTROLLER GENERAL STUDY ON INCREAS-18

ING EFFECTIVENESS OF EXISTING SERVICES 19

AND PROGRAMS INTENDED TO BENEFIT 20

CHILDREN. 21

Not later than 2 years after the date of the enact-22

ment of this Act, the Comptroller General shall provide 23

to the Committee on Health, Education, Labor, and Pen-24

sions of the Senate and the Committee on Education and 25
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the Workforce of the House of Representatives a report 1

that includes— 2

(1) a description and assessment of the existing 3

federally funded services and programs across all 4

agencies that have a purpose or are intended to ben-5

efit or serve children, including— 6

(A) the purposes, goals, and organizational 7

and administrative structure of such services 8

and programs at the Federal, State, and local 9

level; and 10

(B) methods of delivery and implementa-11

tion; and 12

(2) recommendations to increase the effective-13

ness, coordination, and integration of such services 14

and programs, across agencies and levels of govern-15

ment, in order to leverage existing resources and 16

better and more comprehensively serve children. 17

SEC. 10205. POSTHUMOUS PARDON. 18

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress finds the following: 19

(1) John Arthur ‘‘Jack’’ Johnson was a flam-20

boyant, defiant, and controversial figure in the his-21

tory of the United States who challenged racial bi-22

ases. 23

(2) Jack Johnson was born in Galveston, 24

Texas, in 1878 to parents who were former slaves. 25
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(3) Jack Johnson became a professional boxer 1

and traveled throughout the United States, fighting 2

White and African-American heavyweights. 3

(4) After being denied (on purely racial 4

grounds) the opportunity to fight 2 White cham-5

pions, in 1908, Jack Johnson was granted an oppor-6

tunity by an Australian promoter to fight the reign-7

ing White title-holder, Tommy Burns. 8

(5) Jack Johnson defeated Tommy Burns to 9

become the first African-American to hold the title 10

of Heavyweight Champion of the World. 11

(6) The victory by Jack Johnson over Tommy 12

Burns prompted a search for a White boxer who 13

could beat Jack Johnson, a recruitment effort that 14

was dubbed the search for the ‘‘great white hope’’. 15

(7) In 1910, a White former champion named 16

Jim Jeffries left retirement to fight Jack Johnson in 17

Reno, Nevada. 18

(8) Jim Jeffries lost to Jack Johnson in what 19

was deemed the ‘‘Battle of the Century’’. 20

(9) The defeat of Jim Jeffries by Jack Johnson 21

led to rioting, aggression against African-Americans, 22

and the racially-motivated murder of African-Ameri-23

cans throughout the United States. 24
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(10) The relationships of Jack Johnson with 1

White women compounded the resentment felt to-2

ward him by many Whites. 3

(11) Between 1901 and 1910, 754 African- 4

Americans were lynched, some simply for being ‘‘too 5

familiar’’ with White women. 6

(12) In 1910, Congress passed the Act of June 7

25, 1910 (commonly known as the ‘‘White Slave 8

Traffic Act’’ or the ‘‘Mann Act’’) (18 U.S.C. 2421 9

et seq.), which outlawed the transportation of 10

women in interstate or foreign commerce ‘‘for the 11

purpose of prostitution or debauchery, or for any 12

other immoral purpose’’. 13

(13) In October 1912, Jack Johnson became in-14

volved with a White woman whose mother dis-15

approved of their relationship and sought action 16

from the Department of Justice, claiming that Jack 17

Johnson had abducted her daughter. 18

(14) Jack Johnson was arrested by Federal 19

marshals on October 18, 1912, for transporting the 20

woman across State lines for an ‘‘immoral purpose’’ 21

in violation of the Mann Act. 22

(15) The Mann Act charges against Jack John-23

son were dropped when the woman refused to co-24
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operate with Federal authorities, and then married 1

Jack Johnson. 2

(16) Federal authorities persisted and sum-3

moned a White woman named Belle Schreiber, who 4

testified that Jack Johnson had transported her 5

across States lines for the purpose of ‘‘prostitution 6

and debauchery’’. 7

(17) In 1913, Jack Johnson was convicted of 8

violating the Mann Act and sentenced to 1 year and 9

1 day in Federal prison. 10

(18) Jack Johnson fled the United States to 11

Canada and various European and South American 12

countries. 13

(19) Jack Johnson lost the Heavyweight Cham-14

pionship title to Jess Willard in Cuba in 1915. 15

(20) Jack Johnson returned to the United 16

States in July 1920, surrendered to authorities, and 17

served nearly a year in the Federal penitentiary at 18

Leavenworth, Kansas. 19

(21) Jack Johnson subsequently fought in box-20

ing matches, but never regained the Heavyweight 21

Championship title. 22

(22) Jack Johnson served the United States 23

during World War II by encouraging citizens to buy 24
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war bonds and participating in exhibition boxing 1

matches to promote the war bond cause. 2

(23) Jack Johnson died in an automobile acci-3

dent in 1946. 4

(24) In 1954, Jack Johnson was inducted into 5

the Boxing Hall of Fame. 6

(25) Senate Concurrent Resolution 29, 111th 7

Congress, agreed to July 29, 2009, expressed the 8

sense of the 111th Congress that Jack Johnson 9

should receive a posthumous pardon for his racially- 10

motivated 1913 conviction. 11

(b) RECOMMENDATIONS.—It remains the sense of 12

Congress that Jack Johnson should receive a posthumous 13

pardon— 14

(1) to expunge a racially-motivated abuse of the 15

prosecutorial authority of the Federal Government 16

from the annals of criminal justice in the United 17

States; and 18

(2) in recognition of the athletic and cultural 19

contributions of Jack Johnson to society. 20

SEC. 10206. EDUCATION FLEXIBILITY PARTNERSHIP ACT 21

OF 1999 REAUTHORIZATION. 22

(a) DEFINITIONS.—Section 3 of the Education Flexi-23

bility Partnership Act of 1999 (20 U.S.C. 5891a) is 24

amended— 25
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(1) in paragraph (1)— 1

(A) in the paragraph heading, by striking 2

‘‘LOCAL’’ and inserting ‘‘EDUCATIONAL SERV-3

ICE AGENCY; LOCAL’’; and 4

(B) by striking ‘‘The terms’’ and inserting 5

‘‘The terms ‘educational service agency’,’’; and 6

(2) in paragraph (2), by striking ‘‘section 7

1113(a)(2)’’ and inserting ‘‘section 1113(a)(1)(B)’’. 8

(b) GENERAL PROVISIONS.—Section 4 of the Edu-9

cation Flexibility Partnership Act of 1999 (20 U.S.C. 10

5891b) is amended to read as follows: 11

‘‘SEC. 4. EDUCATION FLEXIBILITY PROGRAM. 12

‘‘(a) EDUCATIONAL FLEXIBILITY PROGRAM.— 13

‘‘(1) PROGRAM AUTHORIZED.— 14

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary may 15

carry out an educational flexibility program 16

under which the Secretary authorizes a State 17

educational agency that serves an eligible State 18

to waive statutory or regulatory requirements 19

applicable to one or more programs described in 20

subsection (b), other than requirements de-21

scribed in subsection (c), for any local edu-22

cational agency, educational service agency, or 23

school within the State.

‘‘(2) ELIGIBLE STATE.—For the purpose of this 5

section, the term ‘eligible State’ means a State 6

that— 7

‘‘(A) has— 8

‘‘(i) developed and implemented the 9

challenging State academic standards, and 10

aligned assessments, described in para-11

graphs (1) and (2) of section 1111(b) of 12

the Elementary and Secondary Education 13

Act of 1965, and is producing the report 14

cards required by section 1111(d)(2) of 15

such Act; or 16

‘‘(ii) if the State has adopted new 17

challenging State academic standards 18

under section 1111(b)(1) of the Elemen-19

tary and Secondary Education Act of 20

1965, as a result of the amendments made 21

to such Act by the Every Child Achieves 22

Act of 2015, and has made substantial 23

progress (as determined by the Secretary) 24

toward developing and implementing such 25

educational service agencies, and schools ac-5

countable for meeting the educational goals de-6

scribed in the local applications submitted 7

under paragraph (4) and for engaging in tech-8

nical assistance and, as applicable and appro-9

priate, intervention and support strategies con-10

sistent with section 1114 of the Elementary and 11

‘‘(C) waives State statutory or regulatory 16

requirements relating to education while holding 17

local educational agencies, educational service 18

agencies, or schools within the State that are 19

affected by such waivers accountable for the 20

performance of the students who are affected 21

by such waivers.

‘‘(3) STATE APPLICATION.— 23

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—Each State edu-24

cational agency desiring to participate in the 25

tion shall submit an application to the Sec-2

retary at such time, in such manner, and con-3

taining such information as the Secretary may 4

reasonably require. Each such application shall 5

demonstrate that the eligible State has adopted 6

an educational flexibility plan for the State that 7

includes— 8

‘‘(i) a description of the process the 9

State educational agency will use to evalu-10

ate applications from local educational 11

agencies, educational service agencies, or 12

schools requesting waivers of— 13

‘‘(I) Federal statutory or regu-14

latory requirements as described in 15

paragraph (1)(A); and 16

‘‘(II) State statutory or regu-17

latory requirements relating to edu-18

cation; 19

‘‘(ii) a detailed description of the 20

State statutory and regulatory require-21

ments relating to education that the State 22

educational agency will waive; 23

‘‘(iii) a description of clear edu-24

cational objectives the State intends to 25
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meet under the educational flexibility plan, 1

which may include innovative methods to 2

leverage resources to improve program effi-3

ciencies that benefit students; 4

‘‘(iv) a description of how the edu-5

cational flexibility plan is coordinated with 6

activities described in section 1111(b) of 7

the Elementary and Secondary Education 8

Act of 1965 and section 1114 of such Act; 9

‘‘(v) a description of how the State 10

educational agency will evaluate (consistent 11

with the requirements of title I of the Ele-12

mentary and Secondary Education Act of 13

1965), the performance of students in the 14

schools, educational service agencies, and 15

local educational agencies affected by the 16

waivers; and 17

‘‘(vi) a description of how the State 18

educational agency will meet the require-19

ments of paragraph (7). 20

‘‘(B) APPROVAL AND CONSIDERATIONS.— 21

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—By not later than 22

90 days after the date on which a State 23

has submitted an application described in 24

subparagraph (A), the Secretary shall 25
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issue a written decision that explains why 1

such application has been approved or dis-2

approved, and the process for revising and 3

resubmitting the application for reconsider-4

ation. 5

‘‘(ii) APPROVAL.—The Secretary may 6

approve an application described in sub-7

paragraph (A) only if the Secretary deter-8

mines that such application demonstrates 9

substantial promise of assisting the State 10

educational agency and affected local edu-11

cational agencies, educational service agen-12

cies, and schools within the State in car-13

rying out comprehensive educational re-14

form, after considering— 15

‘‘(I) the eligibility of the State as 16

described in paragraph (2); 17

‘‘(II) the comprehensiveness and 18

quality of the educational flexibility 19

plan described in subparagraph (A); 20

‘‘(III) the ability of the edu-21

cational flexibility plan to ensure ac-22

countability for the activities and 23

goals described in such plan; 24
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‘‘(IV) the degree to which the 1

State’s objectives described in sub-2

paragraph (A)(iii)— 3

‘‘(aa) are clear and have the 4

ability to be assessed; and 5

‘‘(bb) take into account the 6

performance of local educational 7

agencies, educational service 8

agencies, or schools, and stu-9

dents, particularly those affected 10

by waivers; 11

‘‘(V) the significance of the State 12

statutory or regulatory requirements 13

relating to education that will be 14

waived; and 15

‘‘(VI) the quality of the State 16

educational agency’s process for ap-17

proving applications for waivers of 18

Federal statutory or regulatory re-19

quirements as described in paragraph 20

(1)(A) and for monitoring and evalu-21

ating the results of such waivers. 22

‘‘(4) LOCAL APPLICATION.— 23

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—Each local educational 24

agency, educational service agency, or school re-25
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questing a waiver of a Federal statutory or reg-1

ulatory requirement as described in paragraph 2

(1)(A) and any relevant State statutory or reg-3

ulatory requirement from a State educational 4

agency shall submit an application to the State 5

educational agency at such time, in such man-6

ner, and containing such information as the 7

State educational agency may reasonably re-8

quire. Each such application shall— 9

‘‘(i) indicate each Federal program af-10

fected and each statutory or regulatory re-11

quirement that will be waived; 12

‘‘(ii) describe the purposes and overall 13

expected results of waiving each such re-14

quirement, which may include innovative 15

methods to leverage resources to improve 16

program efficiencies that benefit students; 17

‘‘(iii) describe, for each school year, 18

specific, measurable, educational goals for 19

each local educational agency, educational 20

service agency, or school affected by the 21

proposed waiver, and for the students 22

served by the local educational agency, 23

educational service agency, or school who 24

are affected by the waiver; 25
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‘‘(iv) explain why the waiver will as-1

sist the local educational agency, edu-2

cational service agency, or school in reach-3

ing such goals; and 4

‘‘(v) in the case of an application from 5

a local educational agency or educational 6

service agency, describe how the agency 7

will meet the requirements of paragraph 8

(7). 9

‘‘(B) EVALUATION OF APPLICATIONS.—A 10

State educational agency shall evaluate an ap-11

plication submitted under subparagraph (A) in 12

accordance with the State’s educational flexi-13

bility plan described in paragraph (3)(A). 14

‘‘(C) APPROVAL.—A State educational 15

agency shall not approve an application for a 16

waiver under this paragraph unless— 17

‘‘(i) the local educational agency, edu-18

cational service agency, or school request-19

ing such waiver has developed a local re-20

form plan that— 21

‘‘(I) is applicable to such agency 22

or school, respectively; and 23

‘‘(II) may include innovative 24

methods to leverage resources to im-25
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prove program efficiencies that benefit 1

students; 2

‘‘(ii) the waiver of Federal statutory 3

or regulatory requirements as described in 4

paragraph (1)(A) will assist the local edu-5

cational agency, educational service agen-6

cy, or school in reaching its educational 7

goals, particularly goals with respect to 8

school and student performance; and 9

‘‘(iii) the State educational agency is 10

satisfied that the underlying purposes of 11

the statutory requirements of each pro-12

gram for which a waiver is granted will 13

continue to be met. 14

‘‘(D) TERMINATION.—The State edu-15

cational agency shall annually review the per-16

formance of any local educational agency, edu-17

cational service agency, or school granted a 18

waiver of Federal statutory or regulatory re-19

quirements as described in paragraph (1)(A) in 20

accordance with the evaluation requirement de-21

scribed in paragraph (3)(A)(v), and shall termi-22

nate or temporarily suspend any waiver granted 23

to the local educational agency, educational 24

service agency, or school if the State edu-25
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cational agency determines, after notice and an 1

opportunity for a hearing, that— 2

‘‘(i) there is compelling evidence of 3

systematic waste, fraud, or abuse; 4

‘‘(ii) the performance of the local edu-5

cational agency, educational service agen-6

cy, or school with respect to meeting the 7

accountability requirement described in 8

paragraph (2)(C) and the goals described 9

in paragraph (4)(A)(iii) has been inad-10

equate to justify continuation of such waiv-11

er; 12

‘‘(iii) student achievement in the local 13

educational agency, educational service 14

agency, or school has decreased; or 15

‘‘(iv) goals established by the State 16

under section 1111(b)(3) of the Elemen-17

tary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 18

have not been met. 19

‘‘(5) OVERSIGHT AND REPORTING.— 20

‘‘(A) OVERSIGHT.—Each State educational 21

agency participating in the educational flexi-22

bility program under this section shall annually 23

monitor the activities of local educational agen-24
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cies, educational service agencies, and schools 1

receiving waivers under this section. 2

‘‘(B) STATE REPORTS.— 3

‘‘(i) ANNUAL REPORTS.—The State 4

educational agency shall submit to the Sec-5

retary an annual report on the results of 6

such oversight and the impact of the waiv-7

ers on school and student performance. 8

‘‘(ii) PERFORMANCE DATA.—Not later 9

than 2 years after the date a State is des-10

ignated an Ed-Flex Partnership State, 11

each such State shall include, as part of 12

the State’s annual report submitted under 13

clause (i), data demonstrating the degree 14

to which progress has been made toward 15

meeting the State’s educational objectives.

‘‘(ii) TERMINATION OF AUTHORITY.— 17

The Secretary shall terminate the author-18

ity of a State educational agency to grant 19

waivers of Federal statutory or regulatory 20

requirements as described in paragraph 21

(1)(A) if the Secretary determines, after 22

providing the State educational agency 23

with notice and an opportunity for a hear-24

ing, that such agency’s performance has 25
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been inadequate to justify continuation of 1

such authority based on agency’s perform-2

ance against specific goals in section 3

1111(b)(3) of the Elementary and Sec-4

ondary Education Act of 1965. 5

‘‘(C) RENEWAL.— 6

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—Each State edu-7

cational agency desiring to renew an ap-8

proved educational flexibility program 9

under this section shall submit a request 10

for renewal to the Secretary not later than 11

the date of expiration of the approved edu-12

cational flexibility program. 13

‘‘(ii) TIMING FOR RENEWAL.—The 14

Secretary shall either approve or deny the 15

request for renewal by not later than 90 16

days after completing the performance re-17

view of the State described in paragraph 18

(6)(B). 19

‘‘(iii) DETERMINATION.—In deciding 20

whether to extend a request of a State 21

educational agency for the authority to 22

issue waivers under this section, the Sec-23

retary shall review the progress of the 24
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State educational agency to determine if 1

the State educational agency— 2

‘‘(I) has made progress toward 3

achieving the objectives described in 4

the State application submitted pursu-5

ant to paragraph (3)(A)(iii); and 6

‘‘(II) demonstrates in the request 7

that local educational agencies, edu-8

cational service agencies, or schools 9

affected by the waiver authority or 10

waivers have made progress toward 11

achieving the desired results described 12

in the local application submitted pur-13

suant to paragraph (4)(A)(iii). 14

‘‘(D) TERMINATION.— 15

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary 16

shall terminate or temporarily suspend the 17

authority of a State educational agency to 18

grant waivers under this section if the Sec-19

retary determines that— 20

‘‘(I) there is compelling evidence 21

of systematic waste, fraud or abuse; 22

or 23

‘‘(II) after notice and an oppor-24

tunity for a hearing, such agency’s 25
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performance (including performance 1

with respect to meeting the objectives 2

described in paragraph (3)(A)(iii)) 3

has been inadequate to justify con-4

tinuation of such authority. 5

‘‘(ii) LIMITED COMPLIANCE PERIOD.— 6

A State whose authority to grant such 7

waivers has been terminated shall have not 8

more than 1 additional fiscal year to come 9

into compliance in order to seek renewal of 10

the authority to grant waivers under this 11

section. 12

‘‘(7) PUBLIC NOTICE AND COMMENT.—Each 13

State educational agency seeking waiver authority 14

under this section and each local educational agency, 15

educational service agency, or school seeking a waiv-16

er under this section— 17

‘‘(A) shall provide the public with adequate 18

and efficient notice of the proposed waiver au-19

thority or waiver, consisting of a description of 20

the agency’s application for the proposed waiver 21

authority or waiver on each agency’s website, 22

including a description of any improved student 23

performance that is expected to result from the 24

waiver authority or waiver; 25
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‘‘(B) shall provide the opportunity for par-1

ents, educators, school administrators, and all 2

other interested members of the community to 3

comment regarding the proposed waiver author-4

ity or waiver; 5

‘‘(C) shall provide the opportunity de-6

scribed in subparagraph (B) in accordance with 7

any applicable State law specifying how the 8

comments may be received, and how the com-9

ments may be reviewed by any member of the 10

public; and 11

‘‘(D) shall submit the comments received 12

with the application of the agency or school to 13

the Secretary or the State educational agency, 14

as appropriate. 15

‘‘(c) WAIVERS NOT AUTHORIZED.—The Secretary 9

and the State educational agency may not waive under 10

subsection (a)(1)(A) any statutory or regulatory require-11

ment— 12

‘‘(1) relating to— 13

‘‘(A) maintenance of effort; 14

‘‘(B) comparability of services; 15

‘‘(C) equitable participation of students 16

and professional staff in private schools; 17

‘‘(D) parental participation and involve-18

ment; 19

local educational agencies; 21

‘‘(F) serving eligible school attendance 22

areas in rank order under section 23

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PART C—AMERICAN DREAM ACCOUNTS 1

SEC. 10301. SHORT TITLE. 2

This part may be cited as the ‘‘American Dream Ac-3

counts Act’’. 4

SEC. 10302. DEFINITIONS. 5

In this part: 6

(1) AMERICAN DREAM ACCOUNT.—The term 7

‘‘American Dream Account’’ means a personal on-8

line account for low-income students that monitors 9

higher education readiness and includes a college 10

savings account. 11

GRESS.—The term ‘‘appropriate committees of Con-13

gress’’ means the Committee on Health, Education, 14

Labor, and Pensions, the Committee on Appropria-15

tions, and the Committee on Finance of the Senate, 16

and the Committee on Education and the Work-17

force, the Committee on Appropriations, and the 18

Committee on Ways and Means of the House of 19

Representatives, as well as any other Committee of 20

the Senate or House of Representatives that the 21

Secretary determines appropriate. 22

(3) CHARTER SCHOOL.—The term ‘‘charter 23

school’’ has the meaning given such term in section 24

5110 of the Elementary and Secondary Education 25

Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 7221i). 26
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(4) COLLEGE SAVINGS ACCOUNT.—The term 1

‘‘college savings account’’ means a trust created or 2

organized exclusively for the purpose of paying the 3

qualified expenses of only an individual who, when 4

the trust is created or organized, has not obtained 5

18 years of age, if the written governing instrument 6

creating the trust contains the following require-7

ments: 8

(A) The trustee is a Federally insured fi-9

nancial institution, or a State insured financial 10

institution if a Federally insured financial insti-11

tution is not available. 12

(B) The assets of the trust will be invested 13

in accordance with the direction of the indi-14

vidual or of a parent or guardian of the indi-15

vidual, after consultation with the entity pro-16

viding the initial contribution to the trust or, if 17

applicable, a matching or other contribution for 18

the individual. 19

(C) The assets of the trust will not be 20

commingled with other property except in a 21

common trust fund or common investment 22

fund. 23

(D) Any amount in the trust that is attrib-24

utable to an account seed or matched deposit 25
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may be paid or distributed from the trust only 1

for the purpose of paying qualified expenses of 2

the individual. 3

(5) DUAL OR CONCURRENT ENROLLMENT PRO-4

GRAM.—The term ‘‘dual or concurrent enrollment 5

program’’ means a program of study— 6

(A) provided by an institution of higher 7

education through which a student who has not 8

graduated from high school with a regular high 9

school diploma (as defined in section 10

200.19(b)(1)(iv) of title 34, Code of Federal 11

Regulations, as such section was in effect on 12

November 28, 2008) is able to earn postsec-13

ondary credit; and 14

(B) that shall consist of not less than 2 15

postsecondary credit-bearing courses and sup-16

port and academic services that help a student 17

persist and complete such courses. 18

(6) EARLY COLLEGE HIGH SCHOOL PRO-19

GRAM.—The term ‘‘early college high school pro-20

gram’’ means a formal partnership between at least 21

1 local educational agency and at least 1 institution 22

of higher education that allows participants, who are 23

primarily low-income students, to simultaneously 24

complete requirements toward earning a regular 25
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high school diploma (as defined in section 1

200.19(b)(1)(iv) of title 34, Code of Federal Regula-2

tions, as such section was in effect on November 28, 3

2008) and earn not less than 12 transferable credits 4

as part of an organized course of study toward a 5

postsecondary degree or credential. 6

(7) ELIGIBLE ENTITY.—The term ‘‘eligible enti-7

ty’’ means— 8

(A) a State educational agency; 9

(B) a local educational agency, including a 10

charter school that operates as its own local 11

educational agency; 12

(C) a charter management organization or 13

charter school authorizer; 14

(D) an institution of higher education or a 15

Tribal College or University; 16

(E) a nonprofit organization; 17

(F) an entity with demonstrated experience 18

in educational savings or in assisting low-in-19

come students to prepare for, and attend, an in-20

stitution of higher education; 21

(G) a consortium of 2 or more of the enti-22

ties described in subparagraphs (A) through 23

(F); or 24
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(H) a consortium of 1 or more of the enti-1

ties described in subparagraphs (A) through 2

(F) and a public school, a charter school, a 3

school operated by the Bureau of Indian Af-4

fairs, or a tribally controlled school. 5

(8) INSTITUTION OF HIGHER EDUCATION.—The 6

term ‘‘institution of higher education’’ has the 7

meaning given such term in section 101(a) of the 8

Higher Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 1001(a)). 9

(9) LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGENCY.—The term 10

‘‘local educational agency’’ has the meaning given 11

such term in section 9101 of the Elementary and 12

Secondary Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 7801). 13

(10) LOW-INCOME STUDENT.—The term ‘‘low- 14

income student’’ means a student who is eligible to 15

receive a free or reduced price lunch under the Rich-16

ard B. Russell National School Lunch Act (42 17

U.S.C. 1751 et seq.). 18

(11) PARENT.—The term ‘‘parent’’ has the 19

meaning given such term in section 9101 of the Ele-20

mentary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 (20 21

U.S.C. 7801). 22

(12) QUALIFIED EXPENSES.—The term ‘‘quali-23

fied expenses’’ means, with respect to an individual, 24

expenses that— 25
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(A) are incurred after the individual re-1

ceives a secondary school diploma or its recog-2

nized equivalent; and 3

(B) are associated with attending an insti-4

tution of higher education, including— 5

(i) tuition and fees; 6

(ii) room and board; 7

(iii) textbooks; 8

(iv) supplies and equipment; and 9

(v) Internet access. 10

(13) SECRETARY.—The term ‘‘Secretary’’ 11

means the Secretary of Education. 12

(14) STATE EDUCATIONAL AGENCY.—The term 13

‘‘State educational agency’’ has the meaning given 14

such term in section 9101 of the Elementary and 15

Secondary Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 7801). 16

(15) TRIBAL COLLEGE OR UNIVERSITY.—The 17

term ‘‘Tribal College or University’’ has the meaning 18

given such term in section 316(b) of the Higher 19

Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 1059c(b)). 20

(16) TRIBALLY CONTROLLED SCHOOL.—The 21

term ‘‘tribally controlled school’’ has the meaning 22

given such term in section 5212 of the Tribally Con-23

trolled Schools Act of 1988 (25 U.S.C. 2511). 24
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SEC. 10303. GRANT PROGRAM. 1

(a) PROGRAM AUTHORIZED.—The Secretary shall es-2

tablish a pilot program and award 10 grants to eligible 3

entities to enable such eligible entities to establish and ad-4

minister American Dream Accounts for a group of low- 5

income students. 6

(b) RESERVATION.—From the amounts appropriated 7

each fiscal year to carry out this part, the Secretary shall 8

reserve not more than 5 percent of such amount to carry 9

out the evaluation activities described in section 10306. 10

(c) DURATION.—A grant awarded under this part 11

shall be for a period of not more than 3 years. The Sec-12

retary may extend such grant for an additional 2-year pe-13

riod if the Secretary determines that the eligible entity has 14

demonstrated significant progress, based on the factors 15

described in section 10304(b)(11). 16

SEC. 10304. APPLICATIONS; PRIORITY. 17

(a) IN GENERAL.—Each eligible entity desiring a 18

grant under this part shall submit an application to the 19

Secretary at such time, in such manner, and containing 20

such information as the Secretary may require. 21

(b) CONTENTS.—At a minimum, the application de-22

scribed in subsection (a) shall include the following: 23

(1) A description of the characteristics of a 24

group of not less than 30 low-income public school 25

students who— 26
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(A) are, at the time of the application, at-1

tending a grade not higher than grade 9; and 2

(B) will, under the grant, receive an Amer-3

ican Dream Account. 4

(2) A description of how the eligible entity will 5

engage, and provide support (such as tutoring and 6

mentoring for students, and training for teachers 7

and other stakeholders) either online or in person, 8

to— 9

(A) the students in the group described in 10

paragraph (1); 11

(B) the family members and teachers of 12

such students; and 13

(C) other stakeholders such as school ad-14

ministrators and school counselors. 15

(3) An identification of partners who will assist 16

the eligible entity in establishing and sustaining 17

American Dream Accounts. 18

(4) A description of what experience the eligible 19

entity or the partners of the eligible entity have in 20

managing college savings accounts, preparing low-in-21

come students for postsecondary education, man-22

aging online systems, and teaching financial literacy. 23

(5) A demonstration that the eligible entity has 24

sufficient resources to provide an initial deposit into 25
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the college savings account portion of each American 1

Dream Account. 2

(6) A description of how the eligible entity will 3

help increase the value of the college savings account 4

portion of each American Dream Account, such as 5

by providing matching funds or incentives for aca-6

demic achievement. 7

(7) A description of how the eligible entity will 8

notify each participating student in the group de-9

scribed in paragraph (1), on a semiannual basis, of 10

the current balance and status of the college savings 11

account portion of the American Dream Account of 12

the student. 13

(8) A plan that describes how the eligible entity 14

will monitor participating students in the group de-15

scribed in paragraph (1) to ensure that the Amer-16

ican Dream Account of each student will be main-17

tained if a student in such group changes schools be-18

fore graduating from secondary school. 19

(9) A plan that describes how the American 20

Dream Accounts will be managed for not less than 21

1 year after a majority of the students in the group 22

described in paragraph (1) graduate from secondary 23

school. 24
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(10) A description of how the eligible entity will 1

encourage students in the group described in para-2

graph (1) who fail to graduate from secondary 3

school to continue their education. 4

(11) A description of how the eligible entity will 5

evaluate the grant program, including by collecting, 6

as applicable, the following data about the students 7

in the group described in paragraph (1) during the 8

grant period, or until the time of graduation from a 9

secondary school, whichever comes first, and, if suf-10

ficient grant funds are available, after the grant pe-11

riod: 12

(A) Attendance rates. 13

(B) Progress reports. 14

(C) Grades and course selections. 15

(D) The student graduation rate, as de-16

fined as the percentage of students who grad-17

uate from secondary school with a regular di-18

ploma in the standard number of years. 19

(E) Rates of student completion of the 20

Free Application for Federal Student Aid de-21

scribed in section 483 of the Higher Education 22

Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 1090). 23

(F) Rates of enrollment in an institution of 24

higher education. 25
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(G) Rates of completion at an institution 1

of higher education. 2

(12) A description of what will happen to the 3

funds in the college savings account portion of the 4

American Dream Accounts that are dedicated to 5

participating students described in paragraph (1) 6

who have not matriculated at an institution of high-7

er education at the time of the conclusion of the pe-8

riod of American Dream Account management de-9

scribed in paragraph (9), including how the eligible 10

entity will give students this information. 11

(13) A description of how the eligible entity will 12

ensure that participating students described in para-13

graph (1) will have access to the Internet. 14

(14) A description of how the eligible entity will 15

take into consideration how funds in the college sav-16

ings account portion of American Dream Accounts 17

will affect participating families’ eligibility for public 18

assistance. 19

(c) PRIORITY.—In awarding grants under this part, 20

the Secretary shall give priority to applications from eligi-21

ble entities that— 22

(1) are described in subparagraph (G) or (H) of 23

section 10302(7); 24
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(2) serve the largest number of low-income stu-1

dents; 2

(3) in the case of an eligible entity described in 3

subparagraph (A) or (B) of section 10302(7), pro-4

vide opportunities for participating students de-5

scribed in subsection (b)(1) to participate in a dual 6

or concurrent enrollment program or early college 7

high school program at no cost to the student or the 8

student’s family; or 9

(4) as of the time of application, have been 10

awarded a grant under chapter 2 of subpart 2 of 11

part A of title IV of the Higher Education Act of 12

1965 (20 U.S.C. 1070a–21 et seq.) (commonly re-13

ferred to as the ‘‘GEAR UP program’’). 14

SEC. 10305. AUTHORIZED ACTIVITIES. 15

(a) IN GENERAL.—An eligible entity that receives a 16

grant under this part shall use such grant funds to estab-17

lish an American Dream Account for each participating 18

student described in section 10304(b)(1), that will be used 19

to— 20

(1) open a college savings account for such stu-21

dent; 22

(2) monitor the progress of such student online, 23

which— 24
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(A) shall include monitoring student data 1

relating to— 2

(i) grades and course selections; 3

(ii) progress reports; and 4

(iii) attendance and disciplinary 5

records; and 6

(B) may also include monitoring student 7

data relating to a broad range of information, 8

provided by teachers and family members, re-9

lated to postsecondary education readiness, ac-10

cess, and completion; 11

(3) provide opportunities for such students, ei-12

ther online or in person, to learn about financial lit-13

eracy, including by— 14

(A) assisting such students in financial 15

planning for enrollment in an institution of 16

higher education; 17

(B) assisting such students in identifying 18

and applying for financial aid (such as loans, 19

grants, and scholarships) for an institution of 20

higher education; and 21

(C) enhancing student understanding of 22

consumer, economic, and personal finance con-23

cepts; 24
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(4) provide opportunities for such students, ei-1

ther online or in person, to learn about preparing for 2

enrollment in an institution of higher education, in-3

cluding by providing instruction to students about— 4

(A) choosing the appropriate courses to 5

prepare for postsecondary education; 6

(B) applying to an institution of higher 7

education; 8

(C) building a student portfolio, which may 9

be used when applying to an institution of high-10

er education; 11

(D) selecting an institution of higher edu-12

cation; 13

(E) choosing a major for the student’s 14

postsecondary program of education or a career 15

path; and 16

(F) adapting to life at an institution of 17

higher education; and 18

(5) provide opportunities for such students, ei-19

ther online or in person, to identify skills or inter-20

ests, including career interests. 21

(b) ACCESS TO AMERICAN DREAM ACCOUNT.— 22

(1) IN GENERAL.—Subject to paragraphs (3) 23

and (4), and in accordance with applicable Federal 24

laws and regulations relating to privacy of informa-25
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tion and the privacy of children, an eligible entity 1

that receives a grant under this part shall allow 2

vested stakeholders, as described in paragraph (2), 3

to have secure access, through an Internet website, 4

to an American Dream Account. 5

(2) VESTED STAKEHOLDERS.—The vested 6

stakeholders that an eligible entity shall permit to 7

access an American Dream Account are individuals 8

(such as the student’s teachers, school counselors, 9

school administrators, or other individuals) that are 10

designated, in accordance with section 444 of the 11

General Education Provisions Act (20 U.S.C. 1232g, 12

commonly known as the ‘‘Family Educational Rights 13

and Privacy Act of 1974’’), by the parent of a par-14

ticipating student in whose name such American 15

Dream Account is held, as having permission to ac-16

cess the account. A student’s parent may withdraw 17

such designation from an individual at any time. 18

(3) EXCEPTION FOR COLLEGE SAVINGS AC-19

COUNT.—An eligible entity that receives a grant 20

under this part shall not be required to give vested 21

stakeholders, as described in paragraph (2), access 22

to the college savings account portion of a student’s 23

American Dream Account. 24
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(4) ADULT STUDENTS.—Notwithstanding para-1

graphs (1), (2), and (3), if a participating student 2

is age 18 or older, an eligible entity that receives a 3

grant under this part shall not provide access to 4

such participating student’s American Dream Ac-5

count without the student’s consent, in accordance 6

with section 444 of the General Education Provi-7

sions Act (20 U.S.C. 1232g, commonly known as the 8

‘‘Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act of 9

1974’’). 10

(5) INPUT OF STUDENT INFORMATION.—Stu-11

dent data collected pursuant to subsection (a)(2)(A) 12

shall be entered into an American Dream Account 13

only by a school administrator or the designee of 14

such administrator. 15

(c) PROHIBITION ON USE OF STUDENT INFORMA-16

TION.—An eligible entity that receives a grant under this 17

part shall not use any student-level information or data 18

for the purpose of soliciting, advertising, or marketing any 19

financial or non-financial consumer product or service that 20

is offered by such eligible entity, or on behalf of any other 21

person. 22

(d) PROHIBITION ON THE USE OF GRANT FUNDS.— 23

An eligible entity shall not use grant funds provided under 24
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this part to provide any deposits into a college savings ac-1

count portion of a student’s American Dream Account. 2

SEC. 10306. REPORTS AND EVALUATIONS. 3

(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 1 year after the 4

Secretary has disbursed grants under this part, and annu-5

ally thereafter until each grant disbursed under this part 6

has ended, the Secretary shall prepare and submit a report 7

to the appropriate committees of Congress, which shall in-8

clude an evaluation of the effectiveness of the grant pro-9

gram established under this part. 10

(b) CONTENTS.—The report described in subsection 11

(a) shall— 12

(1) list the grants that have been awarded 13

under section 10303(a); 14

(2) include the number of students who have an 15

American Dream Account established through a 16

grant awarded under section 10303(a); 17

(3) provide data (including the interest accrued 18

on college savings accounts that are part of an 19

American Dream Account) in the aggregate, regard-20

ing students who have an American Dream Account 21

established through a grant awarded under section 22

10303(a), as compared to similarly situated students 23

who do not have an American Dream Account; 24
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(4) identify best practices developed by the eli-1

gible entities receiving grants under this part; 2

(5) identify any issues related to student pri-3

vacy and stakeholder accessibility to American 4

Dream Accounts; 5

(6) provide feedback from participating stu-6

dents and the parents of such students about the 7

grant program, including— 8

(A) the impact of the program; 9

(B) aspects of the program that are suc-10

cessful; 11

(C) aspects of the program that are not 12

successful; and 13

(D) any other data required by the Sec-14

retary; and 15

(7) provide recommendations for expanding the 16

American Dream Accounts program. 17

SEC. 10307. ELIGIBILITY TO RECEIVE FEDERAL STUDENT 18

FINANCIAL AID. 19

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, any 20

funds that are in the college savings account portion of 21

a student’s American Dream Account shall not affect such 22

student’s eligibility to receive Federal student financial 23

aid, including any Federal student financial aid under the 24

Higher Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 1001 et seq.), 25
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and shall not be considered in determining the amount of 1

any such Federal student aid. 2

SEC. 10308. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS. 3

There are authorized to be appropriated to carry out 4

this part such sums as may be necessary for fiscal year 5

2016 and each of the 4 succeeding fiscal years. 6

SEC. 10309. REPORT ON THE REDUCTION OF THE NUMBER 7

AND PERCENTAGE OF STUDENTS WHO DROP 8

OUT OF SCHOOL. 9

Not later than 5 years after the date of enactment 10

of this Act, the Director of the Institute of Education 11

Sciences shall evaluate the impact of section 12

1111(c)(1)(M) on reducing the number and percentage of 13

students who drop out of school. 14

SEC. 10310. REPORT ON NATIVE AMERICAN LANGUAGE ME-15

DIUM EDUCATION. 16

(a) PURPOSE.—The purpose of this section is to au-17

thorize a study to evaluate all levels of education being 18

provided primarily through the medium of Native lan-19

guages and to require a report of the findings, within the 20

context of the findings, purposes, and provisions of the 21

Native American Languages Act (25 U.S.C. 2901), the 22

findings, purposes, and provisions of the Elementary and 23

Secondary Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 6301 et 24

seq.), and other related laws. 25
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(b) STUDY AND REVIEW.—The Secretary of Edu-1

cation shall award grants to eligible entities to study and 2

review Native language medium schools and programs. 3

(c) ELIGIBLE ENTITY DEFINED.—In this section, the 4

term ‘‘eligible entity’’ means a consortium that— 5

(1) includes not less than 3 units of an institu-6

tion of higher education, such as a department, cen-7

ter, or college, that has significant experience— 8

(A) and expertise in Native American or 9

Alaska Native languages, and Native language 10

medium education; and 11

(B) in outreach and collaboration with Na-12

tive communities; 13

(2) has within its membership at least 10 years 14

of experience— 15

(A) addressing a range of Native American 16

or Alaska Native languages and indigenous lan-17

guage medium education issues through the 18

lens of Native studies, linguistics, and edu-19

cation; and 20

(B) working in close association with a va-21

riety of schools and programs taught predomi-22

nantly through the medium of a Native lan-23

guage; 24
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(3) includes for each of American Indians, Alas-1

ka Natives, and Native Hawaiians, at least 1 unit of 2

an institution of higher education that focuses on 3

schools that serve such populations; and 4

(4) includes Native American scholars and staff 5

who are fluent in Native American languages. 6

(d) APPLICATIONS.—An eligible entity that desires to 7

receive a grant under this section shall submit an applica-8

tion to the Secretary of Education that— 9

(1) identifies 1 unit in the consortium that is 10

the lead unit of the consortium for the study, report-11

ing, and funding purposes; 12

(2) includes letters of verification of participa-13

tion from the top internal administrators of each 14

unit in the consortium; 15

(3) includes a brief description of how the con-16

sortium meets the eligibility qualifications under 17

subsection (c); 18

(4) describes the work proposed to carry out 19

the purpose of this section; and 20

(5) provides other information as requested by 21

the Secretary of Education. 22

(e) SCOPE OF STUDY.—An eligible entity that re-23

ceives a grant under this section shall use the grant funds 24

to study and review Native American language medium 25
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schools and programs and evaluate the components, poli-1

cies, and practices of successful Native language medium 2

schools and programs and how the students who enroll 3

in them do over the long term, including— 4

(1) the level of expertise in educational peda-5

gogy, Native language fluency, and experience of the 6

principal, teachers, paraprofessionals, and other edu-7

cational staff; 8

(2) how such schools and programs are using 9

Native languages to provide instruction in reading, 10

language arts, mathematics, science, and, as applica-11

ble, other core academic subjects; 12

(3) how such school and programs’ curricula in-13

corporates the relevant Native culture of the stu-14

dents; 15

(4) how such schools and programs assess the 16

academic proficiency of the students, including— 17

(A) whether the school administers assess-18

ments of language arts, mathematics, science, 19

and other academic subjects in the Native lan-20

guage of instruction; 21

(B) whether the school administers assess-22

ments of language arts, mathematics, science, 23

and other academic subjects in English; and 24
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(C) how the standards measured by the as-1

sessments in the Native language of instruction 2

and in English compare; 3

(5) the academic, graduation rate, and other 4

outcomes of students who have completed the high-5

est grade taught primarily through such schools or 6

programs, including, when available, college attend-7

ance rates compared with demographically similar 8

students who did not attend a school in which the 9

language of instruction was a Native language; and 10

(6) other appropriate information consistent 11

with the purpose of this section. 12

(f) OTHER ENTITIES.—An eligible entity may enter 13

into a contract with another individual, entity, or organi-14

zation to assist in carrying out research necessary to fulfill 15

the purpose of this section. 16

(g) RECOMMENDATIONS.—Not later than 18 months 17

after the date of enactment of this Act, an eligible entity 18

that receives a grant under this section shall— 19

(1) develop a detailed statement of findings and 20

conclusions regarding the study completed under 21

subsection (e), including recommendations for such 22

legislative and administrative actions as the eligible 23

entity considers to be appropriate; and 24
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(2) submit a report setting forth the findings 1

and conclusions, including recommendations, de-2

scribed in paragraph (1) to each of the following: 3

(A) The Committee on Health, Education, 4

Labor, and Pensions of the Senate. 5

(B) The Committee on Education and the 6

Workforce of the House of Representatives. 7

(C) The Committee on Indian Affairs of 8

the Senate. 9

(D) The Subcommittee on Indian, Insular, 10

and Alaska Native Affairs of the House of Rep-11

resentatives. 12

(E) The Secretary of Education. 13

(F) The Secretary of the Interior. 14
